Power  cutbacks  announced 


Gary  H.  Newsom, 
Business  Manager  of 
PUCC,  has  announced  a 
plan  by  the  administration 
for  reducing  utility  costs 
and  conserving  fuel 
supplies.  Inadequate 
operating  budgets,  rising 
utility  costs  and  the 
unavailability  of  adequate 
fuel  supplies  have  caused 
the  university  ad¬ 
ministration  to  put  this 
plan  into  effect. 

The  plan  involves 
reducing  interior  lighting 
levels  by  approximately 


1/3  in  corridors,  rest 
rooms,  lounges,  offices 
and  classrooms.  A 
minimum  lighting  level 
will  be  maintained  in  of¬ 
fices  and  classrooms.  This 
minimum  level  is  an  ac¬ 
ceptable  lighting  standard 
as  determined  by 
Illuminating  Engineering 
Society  (IES). 

The  majority  of  exterior 
lights  including  parking  lot 
lights  will  be  turned  off  at 
11:00  p.m.  weekdays.  A 
minimum  number  of  lights 
will  be  left  on  for  security 


purposes. 

Temperature  will  be 
reduced  to  45  degrees  in 
major  areas  of  buildings 
when  not  occupied  over 
extended  periods,  such  as 
weekends,  holidays,  etc. 

Another  aspect  of  the 
plan  will  be  to  close  and 
caulk  all  windows  in  the 
Gyte  and  Gyte  annex. 
Ventilation  will  also  be 
shut-down  during  unoc¬ 
cupied  times  in  all 
buildings.  This  will  result 
in  an  electrical  and  fuel 
savings. 


As  members  of  the 
campus  community, 
everyone,  staff  and 
sfudents  alike,  can  help 
the  plan  by  doing  the 
following: 

1.  Turn  out  the  lights 
when  not  required. 

2.  Close  exterior  doors. 

3.  Maintain  room 
temperatures  at  68-70 
degrees. 

4.  Shut-down  equipment 
when  not  in  use. 

5.  Submit  any 
suggestions  that  might 
result  in  dollar  or  fuel 


savings. 

6.  Be  cooperative  and 
understanding. 

There  will  be  negative 
effects,  such  as  personal 
comfort,  but  the  positive 
side  will  result  in  sub¬ 
stantial  dollar  and  fuel 
savings. 

Cooperation  of  the  entire 
Purdue  community  is 
requested.  The  success  of 
the  plan  depends  entirely 
on  the  help  of  all  of  the 
staff  and  student  body. 


Meeting  held  at  prime  time! 


A  faculty  meeting  was  held  at 
9:00  A.M.,  Friday,  September  28, 
to  discuss  automomy.  The 
meeting  was  the  first  step  in  the 
selection  of  the  Deans  of  the 
various  schools  which  will  be 
formed  once  autonomy  is 
achieved. 

Although  the  importance  of  the 
meeting  was  not  emphasized  in 
the  memorandum  and  the  notice 
of  Ihe  meeting  was  short,  there 
were  89  faculty  members 
and  administrators  present. 
Many  faculty  members  were  in 
classatthetimesince9:00  A.M.  is 
prime  class  time. 

Dean  Elliott  briefly  discussed 
Ihe  work  which  had  been  done  by 
Ihe  Regional  Campus  Autonomy 
Committee  and  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  the  guidelines  and 
recommendations  which  these 


committees  had  presented. 

The  faculty  was  then  divided 
into  two  sections  (Basic  and 
Applied  Sciences — Humanities 
and  Behavioral  Sciences)  and 
askea  to  select  representatives  to 
be  considered  by  Dean  Elliott  as 
members  of  the  committee  which 
will  select  candidates  for  the 
Deans  of  the  two  prospective 
schools  which  will  be  formed 
when  PUCC  achieves  autonomy. 

The  faculty  members  of  what 
will  be  the  School  of  Basic  and 
Applied  Sciences  disbanded  until 
Monday,  October  8.  It  was  their 
unanimous  opinion  that  they  did 
not  have  sufficient  notification  to 
make  the  nominations  and  that 
they  needed  more  time  to  discuss 
candidate  selection  with  other 
faculty  members  who  were  not 


New  rules  ?  ?  ? 


A  memorandum  dated  Sep¬ 
tember  11,  1973  was  sent  to  all 
faculty  and  staff  concerning 
smoking  in  the  classroom,  food 
and  beverages  in  the  classroom 
and  rearrangement  of  classroom 
furniture.  The  memo,  from 
Harry  Hubbard,  assistant 
director  for  Administration  and 
Richard  Yates,  academic  dean, 
requested  that  faculty  and  staft 
follow  university  regulations 
regarding  these  matters.  The 
Ihree  rules  are: 

1)  SMOKING  IS  NOT  PER¬ 
MITTED  IN  CLASSROOMS  AND 
LABORATORIES! 

2)  FOOD  AND  BEVERAGES 
MAY  NOT  BE  INTRODUCED 
TO  CLASSROOMS  DURING 


NORMAL  CLASSROOM  AC¬ 
TIVITIES. 

3)  CLASSROOM  FURNITURE 
SHOULD  NOT  BE  DIS¬ 
ARRANGED  UNLESS  RE¬ 
TURNED  TO  ORIGINAL  SET¬ 
UP  AT  THE  END  OF  THE 
CLASS  SESSION. 

The  directive  also  pointed  out 
that  no  instructor  is  allowed  to 
give  permission  to  smoke.  By 
allowing  smoking,  floors  are 
being  seriously  damaged.  There 
have  also  been  many  complaints 
from  non-smokers  about  the  "air- 
poUiJtion"  in  the  classroom. 

It  is  requested  that  all  faculty 
and  students  begin  observing 
these  rules  immediately.

The  faculty  members  of  what 
will  be  the  School  of  Humanities 
and  Behavioral  Sciences 
nominated  in  a  close  vote  their 
senale  members  as  Candida  re 
choices  for  the  committee. 

From  the  nominations  which 
Ihe  faculty  submits.  Dean  Elliott 
will  elect  committee  members. 
The  committee  will  submit  three 
choices  to  Dean  Elliott  from 
which  he  will  select  the 
prospective  Deans.  He  also  has 
Ihe  right  to  reject  all  three  names 
and  ask  the  committee  to  submit 
a  new  list  of  names. 

The  committee,  according  to 
one  of  the  advisory  committee 
reports,  will  be  composed  of 
faculty  members,  students,  and 


administrators. 

However,  in  an  attempt  to 
determine  how  the  student 
representatives  will  be  choosen 
to  be  on  the  committee,  this 
reporier  was  told  by  Dean 
Elliott's  secretary  that  he  had  not 
yet  determined  whether  or  not 
there  will  be  student  represent- 
atives  appointed. 

Len  Perkins,  Student  Affairs 
Director,  has  suggested  that  the 
studentsinconjunctionwithG.A.S. 
form  a  committee  to  review  all 
faculty  and  submit  a  list  of 
faculty  names  to  the  selection 
committee  and  Dean  Elliott. 

The  NEXUS  feels  that  the 
students  should  have  a  voice  in 
the  selection  of  candidates  for  the 
new  Deans. 


And  then  there 
were  trenches... 


For  those  of  you  who  are 
wondering  whether  we're 
preparing  for  an  enemy  attack  or 
for  war  games,  this  is  an  attempt 
to  explain  the  trenches  you  see 
being  dug  all  over  the  PUCC 
grounds. 

The  trenches  are  the  work  of 
contractors  who  are  digging  up 
corroded  steel  pipe  lines  in  an 
effort  to  replace  them  with 
fiberglass  reinforced  pipe. 

The  steel  pipe  was  formerly 
used  to  return  steam  condensate 
water  to  the  boilers  in  the  Power 
Plant. 

For  the  non-engineer 
ypes.. .steam  condensate  water 
s  what's  left  after  steam,  a  gas, 
is  distributed  to  the  campus 
buildings  and  the  heat  extracted. 
The  condensate  water  goes  back 
to  the  boiler  and  is  reheated  until 
changed  back  into  steam.  This 
gas-liquid  cycle  repeats  con¬ 
tinuously. 

The  replacement  of  these  pipes 
is  very  important  or  the  campus 
won't  have  heat  this  winter. 

Steam  goes  to  each  building 
therefore  water  must  be  returned 
from  each  building.  This  explains 
why  the  lines  go  everywhere. 


(And  therefore  —  trenches 
everywhere!)  Lines  must  go 
from  the  Power  Plant  to  anyplace 
on  campus  needing  heat. 

Corrosion  took  place  in  the 
existing  steel  pipes  because  of  the 
high  water  table  in  the  sandy  soil. 
This  water  acted  as  an  elec¬ 
trolyte — speeding  deterioration 
of  the  steam  lines.  In  fact,  the 
condition  was  so  severe  that  the 
steel  lines  lasted  only  25%  of  the 
initial  planned  life.  The  holes 
eaten  in  the  steel  pipes  by  the 
corrosion  allowed  the  steam 
condensate  water  to  leak  away. 
This  cost  money  due  to  loss  of 
heated  water,  loss  of  water,  and 
loss  of  boiled  chemicals. 

In  the  last  few  years  plastic 
pipe  has  been  developed  to 
replace  steel  in  condensate  lines. 
This  plastic  pipe  is  reinforced 
with  fiberglass,  which  is  im¬ 
pervious  to  corrosion  and  was  not 
available  when  the  PUCC  Power 
Plant  was  built. 

If  we  want  to  attend  classes 
when  the  snow  flies,  we'll  have  to 
jump  over  the  trenches  now. 

So,  throw  your  helmets  away, 
the  war  is  over. 


Tuition 

won't 

increase 

Dr.  Arthur  Hansen,  President 
of  Purdue  University,  spoke  to 
the  PUCC  faculty,  Monday, 
October  1  concerning  the 
financial  situation  of  the 
university. 

He  stated  that  the  financial 
situation  for  higher  education  in 
Indiana  has  been  tight.  There  has 
been  a  reluctance  of  the  Indiana 
General  Assembly  to  allocate 
necessary  funds. 

Tuition  costs  will  not  be  raised 
at  the  regional  campuses  for  the 
1974-75  year  as  this  may  do  more 
harm  than  good. 

It  is  necessary  to  cut  back  on 
operational  expenses,  if  there  is 
to  be  any  salary  increases  for 
faculty  and  staff. 

We  must  convince  the 
legislators,  he  emphasized,  to 
devote  more  funding  to  higher 
education.

Advisors...

Yin  and  Yang  —  symbols  of  a 
dualistic  concept  of  the  universe 
and  characteristic  of  eastern 
philosophy  and  religion 
symbolic  also  of  the  tendency  of 
all  people  to  organize  the  world 
into  systems  of  opposing  forces. 
So  strong  is  this  tendency,  in  fact, 
that- .the  mere  suggestion  that  a 
particular  yin/yang  rejationship 
might  exist  is  sufficient  proof  to 
some  minds  that  it  does  in  reality 
exist.  To  wit  —  had  we  not  been 
informed  that  there  existed  an 
area  of  discord  between  parents 
and  adolescents,  we  might  have 
guessed  it  on  our  own.  Having 
been  informed,  however,  that  this 
age-old  area  of  discord  was  a 
“cap"  (and  therefore,  by  im¬ 
plication,  difficult  if  no*  im¬ 
possible,  to  cross),  the  whole 
thing  assumes  a  somewhat 
enlarged  importance  of  its  own. 

Perhaps  a  hundred  thousand 
years  ago  emerging  man  found  it 
a  survival  characteristic  to  be 
able  to  so  clearly  define  his  op¬ 
position  and  rigidly  systemize  his 
problems.  It  certainly  makes  a 
problem  easy  to  understand  and 
an  opponent  easy  to  hate.  Un¬ 
fortunately,  the  problems  we 
have  both  created  and  acquired 
in  the  last  few  hundred  years 
may  require  different  mental  and 
emotional  approaches. 


Recently,  man  has  achieved 
the  ability  to  destroy  himself 
physically,  either  militarily  by 
squabbling  over  which  of  various 
ineffective  political-economic 
systems  will  attain  prominence 
or  ecologically,  by  drowning  in 
his  own  feces.  A  thousand,  a 
hundred,  even  thirty  years  ago, 
mankind  could  afford  to  ap¬ 
proach  his  problems  with  bias 
and  short-sightedness.  He  could 
afford  to  make  every  difference 
of  opinion  a  barrier  to  com¬ 
munication,  every  difference  of 
belief  or  religion  a  cause  for  a 
bloody  crusade  and  every 
economic  need  a  cause  for  a 
preventive  or  liberative  war. 
Capitalists  could  work  a  man 
twelve  hours  a  day,  7  days  a  week 
under  unsafe  conditions  for 
subsistence  wages  on  the  grounds 
that  they  provided  the  jobs  and 
the  laborer  ought  to  be  thankful 
for  whatever  he  got.  Communists 
could  slaughter  thousands, 
possibly  millions  of  upper  class 
land  owners  and  royalty  and 
finally  peasants  and  workers  on 
the  grounds  that  all  these  were 
enemies  of  the  people.  All  this 
typically  human  activity  could  be 
undertaken  with  impunity 
because  none  of  it  really  changed 
anything  or  anybody. 

Nuclear  war,  pollution,  and 
overpopulation,  however,  place  a 


primary  interest  in  survival  for 
everyone,  regardless  of  which 
side  of  which  fence  he  is  on.  A 
capitalist  who  lobs  a  missile  at  a 
communist  is  going  to  destroy 
himself  in  the  process.  The  in¬ 
dustrialist  or  ptant  manager  who 
pollutes  the  air  and  water  without 
regard  for  the  common  man  will 
soon  find  his  own  air  and  water 
unusable.  This  is  a  new  situation 
in  human  history.  For  once, 
everybody  pays,  for  once  there 
may  be  no  tomorrow  for 
anybody. 

Unfortunately,  the  people  who 
are  capable  of  looking  at  our  real 
problems  are  also  the  ones  who 
are  not  in  a  position  to  do 
anything  about  them.  And  the 
people  who  have  the  power  to 
carry  out  solutions  are  still 
running  around  calling  names 
and  pointing  things  at  each  other. 
The  mass  of  people  who  are 
supposed  to  have  the  power  are 
busy  standing  around  in  herds 
chewing  their  cuds  and  being 
alternately  frightened  and 
pacified  —  whatever  it  says  on 
their  cue  cards. 

I  guess  the  point  of  all  this  is 
lhat  if  you  are  a  free  thinking, 
good-willed  individual  who 
refuses  the  yin/yang  world  model 

—  head  for  the  hills  —  the  bar¬ 
barians  were  never  at  the  gates 

—  they've  always  been  in  charge. 


WHAT  IS  THE  ROLE  OF  THE 
ACADEMIC  ADVISOR  AS  SEEN 
BY  THE  ADMINISTRATION  AT 
PUCC? 

"I  think  that  it  is  first 
necessary  to  make  a  distinction 
between  advising  and  coun¬ 
seling,"  stated  Dean  Yates, 
Academic  Dean. 

"PUCC  fairly  recently 
established  a  counseling  center 
which  is  now  in  its  new  quarters 
in  the  Gyte  Building.  Anything  in 
the  realm  of  personal  problems, 
career  choice,  or  vocational 
guidance  and  testing  is  taken 
care  of  by  Dr.  Larry  Crawford 
and  his  staff." 

"The  duties  of  the  advisor,"  he 
continued,  "are  strictly 
academic.  He  is  concerned  with 
advising  the  student  in  his 
academic  career." 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
student  to  look  in  the  catalog  for 
required  courses.  It  is  then  the 
duty  of  the  advisor  to  assist  in 
any  way  possible. 

However,  Dean  Yates  em¬ 
phasized,  it  must  be  a  mutual 
responsibility.  Too  many 
students  are  expecting  their 
advisor  to  do  everything  for 
them. 

The  relationship  between  the 
student  and  his  advisor  should 
change  gradually.  As  an  in¬ 
coming  freshman,  a  student 
needs  to  be  told  what  it  means  to 
take  a  three  hour  class,  etc.  The 
advisor  at  this  point  has  to  do  a 
tremendous  amount  of  orien¬ 
tation. 


Advisors  are  given  a  reduced 
work  load.  They  have  office  hours 
set  up  on  a  regular  basis 
throughout  the  semester. 
Students  tend  to  sit  back  and  wait 
for  pre-registration  to  see  their 
advisors,  and  then  expect  to  go  in 
and  talk  for  two  hours.  Dean 
Yates  feels  this  time  should  be 
devoted  primarily  to  card 
signing. 

A  student  with  specific  ad¬ 
vising  problems  should  talk  to  the 
advisor  about  them  during  the 
semester  and  not  wait  for  pre¬ 
registration  when  the  advisor 
does  not  have  the  time. 

The  advising  system  as  it 
presently  stands  has  few 
problems  according  to  Dean 
Yates. 

"Most  of  those  faults  go  back  to 
the  fact  that  we  are  dealing  with 
human  beings.  One  advisor  can 
have  marvelous  rapport,  for 
another  it  is  just  a  job.  Oc¬ 
casionally  there  is  an  advisor  who 
is  careless  and  gives  gross 
misadvice.  If  this  is  the  case  he 
will  be  removed." 

WE  AS  STUDENTS  ARE 
DISSATISFIED  WITH  OUR 
PRESENT  ADVISING  SYSTEM. 

It  is  now  necessary  for  us  as 
students  to  make  known  to  our 
advisors  what  we  want  from 
them.  Maybe  they  are  already 
willing  to  be  the  kind  of  advisor 
we  want.  But  for  them  to  give  us 
advice  with  our  particular 
academic  concern  we  first  must 
make  that  concern  known  to 
them. 


We  really  don't  Give  a  Damn 


After  the  first  few  semesters 
the  student  should  be  able  to  set 
up  his  own  card  and  his  advising 
session  will  basically  be  a  time  to 
have  his  card  signed  with  maybe 
one  or  two  questions  on  which 
courses  would  be  best  to  take. 

"I  would  like  to  take  the  term 
advisor  literally,  which  means 
that  he  is  there  to  give  advice," 
the  Dean  said.

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Advising  Clinic  is  one  idea

I  probably  should  not  respond 
to  the  request  to  write  on  the 
question  of  academic  advising 
but  I'll  take  a  stab  at  it  at  the 
possibility  of  my  own  peril.  I'll 
try  to  do  it  without  criticizing  the 
present  system  of  academic 
advising. 

I  think  a  giant  and  good  step 
toward  institutional  commitment 
to  better  academic  advising  was 
made  during  the  first  Con¬ 
vocation  of  the  Faculty  by  Dean 
Elliott,  at  which  time  he  very 
bluntly  stated  that  those  people 
responsible  for  "counseling" 
should  take  a  long,  hard  look  at 
the  services  they're  offering.  If  I 
were  asked  to  provide  a  model  for 
academic  advisement,  I  would 
first  appoint  one  person  to  head 
up  the  program.  At  this  point  that 
person  would  be  Dr.  Crawford, 
Director  of  the  Counseling 
Center.  I  wouldn't  hesitate  to 
name  Larry  because  academic 
advising  is  counseling  and  it 
rightly  belongs  in  the  Counseling 
Center. 

Secondly,  I  would  set  research 
machinery  into  motion  so  that 
reliable  feedback  from  the 
program  would  be  available.  This 
feedback  would  be  reviewed 
periodically  (about  once  each  2 
weeks  of  classes  then  about  once 
a  month.) 

Obviously,  the  purpose  of  the 
reviews  is  to  allow  upgrading 
within  the  period  of  advisement 
rather  than  wait  until  the  stigma 
that  has  developed — develops. 

Next,  I  would  consider  perhaps 
two  of  the  most  important  as  of 


any  organization— budget  and 
staff. 

At  PUCC  there  is  a  near  ex¬ 
cellent  chance  for  personalized 
instruction.  This  is  not  Reject 
University.  Better  than  90%  of  all 
faculty  and  students  here  are 
here  because  they  chose  this 
place.  Both  students  and  faculty 
would  like  to  be  engaged  in  a 
fashionable  form  of  personalized 
instruction.  Naturally,  this  would 
have  to  be  compatible  with  the 
goals,  standards  and  objectives 
of  the  university.  But,  again,  I 
say  this  is  not  Reject  U.  So  there 
is  not  a  deliberate  attempt  to 
misadvise  students.  This  may 
sound  like  a  cop-out  but  much  of 
the  fault  of  so-called  "lousy 
advising"  lays  with  the  students 
themselves. 

Let  me  draw  an  analogy  for 
support  of  this.  You  go  to  the 
grocery  store.  You  want  just  two 
ingredients:  flour  and  eggs.  The 
grocer  hands  you'  a  quart  of 
buttermilk  and  two  slices  of 
cheese.  Something  has  to  be 
drastically  wrong  if  you  accept 
them  and  go  home  without  what 
you  came  for. 

You  say — but. ..that's  dumb... 

You  bet  your  sweet  tussey 
that's  dumb. ..but  is  it  any  more 
dumb  than  a  student  accepting  a 
400  level  Math  class  in  his  first 
semester?  How  different  is  it 
from  a  student  who  has  to  drop  or 
add  a  course  by  November  27 
and  is  in  his  advisor's  office  on 
Ihe  26th  and  is  told  by  the  advisor 
(who  also  teaches  3  classes)  that 
he  will  have  to  make  an  ap- 


Health  Tests  given 


Student  Health  Services  has 
tentatively  scheduled  tests  for 
Ihe  1973-74  year. 

Hearing  tests  for  elementary 
leaching  students  will  be  given 
Oct.  2  by  Student  Health  Service. 
Appointments  may  be  made  at 
XI 60  or  XI 22  by  anyone  wanting 
Ihe  free  test.  Hearing  tests  will  be 
given  again  in  the  Spring. 

Sickle  cell  anemia  tests  may  be 
run  in  December.

pointment  for  next  week?  Does 
the  student  simply,  stupidly, 
accept  this  or  does  he  or  she 
challenge  it? 

Well,  to  get  back  to  the  original 
idea  I  was  trying  to  develop... 

Fourth  in  sequence — there 
should  be  accessible  people  at 
permanent  stations  to  hear  if  not 
to  answer  questions  and  deal  with 
problems  students  might  bring. 

It  really  isn't  necessary  at  this 
point  to  worry  about  the  ratio  of 
academic  counselors  to  students. 
Concentration  should  be  on 
coverage  and  accessibility  by 
counselors. 

As  a  staff  and  budget  solution 
students  and  graduate  students 
are  an  excellent  possibility. 

Even  though  the  motif  would  be 
personable  each  counselor  shou  ld 
have  capsulized  printed 
materials  specifically  designed 
to  deal  with  popular  problem 
areas,  le.,  many  students  have 
never  had  their  very  own  bingo 
sheets,  their  counselor's  office 
hours,  or  listing  of  alternative  or 
substitute  courses.  Neither  have 
they  had  a  reference  to  waiver 
possibilities  in  pursuit  of  specific 
educational  objectives,  or  a 
verbal,  question/response  type 
evaluation  of  a  particular  course 
relative  to  unlisted  yet  lighly 
recommended  pre-requisites  or 


the  degree  of  difficulty.  So,  at 
least,  printed  materials  which 
speak  to  these  issues  ought  to  be 
available. 

I  think  what  I'm  getting  at  in 
the  development  of  a  model  is  a 
kind  of  advisement  Clinic  rather 
than  a  group  of  individuals 
without  the  benefit  of  multiple 
points  of  commonality,  mutual, 
terciary  objectives  and  void  of 
centralization  of  direction. 

Another  aspect  of  academic 
advising  which  tends  to  get  lost  is 
the  timing.  When  does  and  should 
it  occur?  Several  departments 
are  presently  scheduling  students 
for  appointments  at  the  time  of 
registration.  Obviously,  this 
should  start  with  Freshmen.  It 
should  be  a  part  of  Freshman 
Orientation.  But — Freshmen,  in 
my  view  are  not  the  only  students 
who  should  have  an  orientation. 
Sophomores  need  to  be  oriented 
to  their  junior  year — Juniors  to 
the  problems  and  prospects  of 
them  senior  year  and  Seniors — to 
the  alternatives  therafter. 

I  would  only  add  here,  that  the 
go-and-get-them  rather  than  the 
sit  and-wait  ideology  should 
prevail.  Well,  call  that  the 
Perkins'  Model  for  academic 
Advisement.  It's  not  too,  too 
original,  innovative  or  new  but 
neither  is  going  to  the  moon.

Enrollment  is  up 


At  a  time  when  most  colleges 
are  confronted  by  a  shortage  of 
students  and  declining 
enrollment,  the  total  number  of 
students  at  PUCC  has  increased 
6.75%  over  last  year.  5,614  full- 
and  part-time  students  have 
enrolled  as  compared  to  5,235 
students  in  1972.  This  is  a  1.21% 
increase  over  the  1971  enrollment 
figure  of  5,546  students. 

The  statistics  released  by  the 
Registration  Department  reflect 
some  national  trends  in  higher 
education.  Commuter  schools, 
like  PUCC,  and  junior  colleges 
are  experiencing  the  highest 
increases  in  enrollment.  Less 
emphasis  is  being  placed  on  the 
importance  of  a  college  degree, 
and  fewer  students  now  look  upon 
college  as  the  only  satisfactory 
alternative  after  high  school. 
More  students  who  do  go  on  to 
college  are  varying  from  the 


traditional  full-time,  four-year 
degree  program. 

Many  students  are  working  and 
gaining  experience  while  they 
attend  school.  This  year,  there 
are  more  part-time  students 
taking  a  greater  number  of  credit 
hours.  The  part-time  enrollment 
has  increased  9.5%  and  the  credn 
hours  taken  by  part-time 
students  has  increased  14.4%. 

In  contrast,  the  full-time 
enrollment  has  increased  by  only 
3.21%  and  these  students  are 
taking  .7%  fewer  credit  hours 
than  last  year.  Many  full-time 
students  are  combining  lighter 
course  loads  with  a  part-time  job. 

903  full-time  students  have 
enrolled  as  freshmen  this  year. 
This  is  an  increase  of  15.38%  over 
the  1972  freshman  class  and  an 
increase  of  7.39%  over  the  1971 
freshman  enrollment.

"Cry  for  Help",  a  program  on 
suicide  prevention,  is  scheduled 
for  Oct.  10  here  at  PUCC  and  will 
be  sponsored  by  the  Lake  County 
Adult  Education  Coordinating

Free  of  charge,  the  program 
will  run  from  9  a.m.  to  3  p.m. 

The  purpose  of  the  program  is 
to  inform  the  public  and  those 
with  professional  interest  of  the 
almost  epidemic  proportions  of 
suicide,  and-  to  examine  the 
causes  as  well  as  the  positive 
alternatives  that  are  available. 

Carroll  Hartz,  psychologist  for 
the  Hammond  public  schools  and 
expert  in  suicide  prevention,  has 
served  as  advisor  for  the 
program  and  will  be  the  program 
moderator. 

The  program  will  consist  of  a 
sho't  play,  "Quiet  Cries,"  small 
group  discussions,  and  a  panel 
discussion  on  life-enhancing 
behaviors. 

Resource  personnel  from 
various  academic,  religious  and 
social  welfare  groups  from 
throughout  the  area  will  serve  as 
discussion  leaders  and  panelists.

3.  He's  lacking  a  high  school 
subject  such  as  a  language  or  lab 
science. 

4.  He  needs  certain  required 
courses  before  he  will  be  eligible 
for  another  college. 

5.  He  received  low  grades  in 
high  school  and  did  poorly  on 
college  entrance  examinations. 

6.  He  doesn't  have  a  high  school 
diploma. 

If  one  of  the  above  is  your 
friend's  problem,  or  if  he  has  one 
similar,  then  the  Community 
College  can  help  him. 

The  Community  College  is 
especially  for  any  person  with 
some  educational  problem  as  the 
ones  mentioned  above.  It  was 
first  organized  in  1968  when  it 
was  then  under  the  name  of 


School  of  General  Studies.  In  1969 
committees  on  campus  decided 
on  the  philosophy,  admissions 
policy,  and  curriculum.  Then,  in 
1970,  40  non-degree  or  temporary 
students  were  chosen  and  given 
the  status  of  belonging  to  the 
School  of  General  Studies.  This 
was  conducted  as  an  experiment 
to  determine  whether  or  not  the 
program  would  be  beneficial  to 
the  students.  These  same  40 
students  were  followed  up  in  1972, 
and  all  but  4  went  on  to  pursue  a 
higher  education.  The  School  of 
General  Studies  was  termed  a 
success.  In  August  of  1972,  Dean 
Morales  was  named  the  Chief  of 
Administrators  to  the  School  of 
General  Studies.  Shortly 
thereafter,  the  name  School  of 
General  Studies  was  changed  to 
Community  College. 

The  Community  College 
requires  the  same  subjects  as  a 
regular  college  except  it  offers 
remedial  courses  in  English, 
math,  and  science.  A  student 
may  only  participate  in  the 
Community  College  for  two 
years.  After  these  2  years,  if  he 
has  a  semester  index  of  4.0,  he 
may  then  transfer  to  another 
school.  The  Community  College 


now  offers  an  associate  degree  in 
Arts  in  Human  Services-Day 
Care.  This  degree  is  through  the 
Psychology  and  Sociology 
departments  and  prepares  the 
student  for  work  in  day  care 
centers. 

Through  the  planning  done  by 
Dean  Morales  and  his  Faculty 
Council,  the  Community  College 
is  serving  approximately  600 
people.  An  $80,000,000  federal 
grant  that  was  recently  awarded 
to  the  Community  College,  has 
made  possible  the  development 
of  the  tutorial  and  advisory 
programs.  The  funds  were 
awarded  through  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Health, 
Education,  and  Welfare  (HEW), 
"Trio  Program."  The  funds  will 
be  used  for  special  services  for 
students  needing  academic 
advising  and  counseling,  tutorial 
services,  and  remedial  work.

The  Mothers  Over-nite  Sen¬ 
sation  Frank  Zappa's  Mothers 
have  always  provided  some  of  the 
best  entertainment  that  an  album 
can  provide.  The  original 
Mothers  were  a  bunch  of 
mediocre  musicians  with  their 
only  bond  being  that  of  Zappa's 
outrageously  creative  mind.  In 
the  past  few  years  however, 
Zappa  has  been  piecing  together 
a  band  of  superior  musicians.  In 
fact,  Zappa  was  getting  so  intent 
on  coming  up  with  new  musicians 
that  he  began  to  neglect  the 
satiric  non-sequitor  lyrics  that 
had  launched  him  into  infamy. 
Now  his  band  has  decided  to  do 
an  album  with  lyrics  for  each 
song.  Some  lines  are  funny, 
others  are  sad,  and  still  others 
are  absurd.  In  "I'm  the  Slime," 
Zappa  attacks  the  American 


Soma:  "I  may  be  vile  and  per¬ 
nicious,  but  you  can't  look  away. 
I  make  you  think  I'm  delicious 
with  the  stuff  that  I  say.  I  am  the 
best  you  can  get  have  you 
guessed  me  yet?  I  am  the  slime 
oozin'  out  from  your  TV  set." 
Further  on,  we  meet  "Camarillo 
Br i llo"  and  "Dinah-Moe  Humm." 
There's  even  a  "Zomby  Woof" 
witha  pointedfang.  ln"Montana" 
Zappa  writes  of  moving  there  to 
sell  dental  floss  and  becoming  a 
dental  floss  tycoon.  Some  people 
might  not  care  for  the  lyrics,  but 
the  music  is  dynamic  rock  with  a 
slightly  jazzy  feeling  on  a  couple 
numbers  to  change  the  pace.  This 
is  my  personal  favorite  so  far 
this  year.  (For  whatever 
that's  worth.) 

Lynyrd  Skynyrd- Lynyrd 
Skynyrd  This  is  a  debut  album 


which  is  uncommonly  good  for 
debut  albums.  They  did  have  the 
advantage  of  having  Al  Kooper 
(Blues  Image,  B  S  &  T)  for  a 
producer.  Nevertheless,  Lynyrd 
Skynyrd  offers  a  healthy  brand  of 
down  home  blues  as  well  as 
several  rockers.  The  musicians 
are  tight  enough  so  that  their 
talent  blends  together  nicely 
without  over  emphasizing  one 
member.  On  the  other  hand,  they 
are  loose  enough  for  a  couple  of 
brilliant  lead  solos.  Skynyrd  is  a 
bit  like  the  Allman  Brothers  just 
for  comparison's  sake.  Al¬ 
together,  it's  a  mightly  tasty 
album.

Along  about  the  first  issue,  a 
promise  was  made  to  feature  an 
article  on  "How  To  Park  Without 
Getting  A  Ticket".  Well,  gather 
around  and  read  on  because  you 
CAN  DO  this  if  you  allow  a  small 
amount  of  time  to  get  the  facts. 
The  Department  of  Safety  and 
Security  would  be  happy  to  give  a 
map  and  a  book  explaining 
parking  to  anyone  who  asks  for 
them.  Since  every  person's  need 
is  different,  you  must  decide 
what  type  of  parking  is  best  for 
you.  After  the  choice  is  made,  the 
map  will  help  show  where  that 
type  of  parking  is  located. 

There  are  some  violations  that 
are  quite  common  and  can  be 
avoided  easily.  They  start  with 
the  placement  of  your  permit.  It 
goes  in  the  center  of  your  front 
window  below  any  tinted  area.  If 
you  place  it  just  below  the  post  of 
your  rear  view  mirror,  it  will  be 
out  of  sight  when  you  are  driving 
but  visible  when  you  are  parked. 
Which  leads  us  to  the  fact  that 
people  sometimes  park  in  the 
wrong  areas.  This  semester  large 
arrows  have  been  installed  to 
show  the  location  of  each  area.  If 
the  area  that  you  usually  use  is 
full,  check  the  map  for  the  next 
closest  area  of  the  same  type. 

Just  a  few  words  about  the 
parking  meters.  At  ten  cents  an 
hour  they  are  the  most  expensive 
way  to  park.  Also  being  a 
machine,  they  will  not  tell  the 
police  officer  when  the  Prof. 


needs  just  10  minutes  more  to  get 
a  point  across.  If  used,  try  to 
overestimate  the  time  you  plan  to 
stay  by  at  least  half  an  hour. 
Everyone  has  a  stop  to  make 
after  a  class  and  it  shouldn't  be  to 
run  out  and  feed  the  meter. 

The  picture  tells  the  story  of  the 
yellow  lines.  They  should  be  used 
as  a  guide.  Parking  within  the 
lines  not  only  will  allow  you 
enough  room  to  get  in  and  out,  but 
will  also  keep  the  front  and  sides 
of  your  car  from  being  damaged. 
No  matter  what  area  you  park  in, 
head  your  vehicle  into  the  stall. 
There  is  no  parking  area  that 
allows  backing  into  spaces.

1.  The  option  is  open  to  all 
students  in  the  University  subject 
to  the  regulations  of  the  school  in 
which  the  student  is  enrolled.  In 
particular,  the  school  will  specify 
under  what  conditions  a  course 
that  is  passed  under  this  option 
may  be  used  to  satisfy  its 
graduation  requirements. 

2.  Subject  to  the  regulations  of 
his  school,  a  student  may  elect 
this  option  in  any  course  which 
does  not  already  appear  on  his 
academic  record  and  in  which  he 
is  otherwise  eligible  to  enroll  for 
credit  with  letter  grade.  A 
student  may  not  elect  this  option 
for  more  than  20  per  cent  of  the 
total  credit  hours  required  for  his 
graduation. 

3.  A  student  who  is  enrolled  in  a 
course  under  this  option  has  the 


same  obligation  as  those  who 
are  enrolled  in  the  course  for 
credit  with  letter  grade.  When  the 
instructor  reports  final  grades  in 
the  course,  he  will  report  that  any 
such  student  who  would  have 
earned  a  grade  of  A,  B,  or  C  has 
passed  the  course,  and  that  any 
other  such  student  has  not 
passed.  The  registrar  will  make 
an  appropriate  notation  on  the 
student's  academic  record  in 
placeof  a  letter  grade  but  will  not 
use  the  course  in  computing 
grade  indices. 

Each  school  of  the  University 
has  its  own  limitations  on  the 
types  and  uses  of  courses  elected 
under  this  option.  The  detailed 
limitations  upon  this  option  can 
be  different  for  each  degree 
granting  unit.
